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“THE OLUSTEE BATTLEFIELD. 


Hew It Looks Now—Terrible Scenes of Car- 
nage. 
From the Baxley, Ga,, Banner. 

While in Florida a few weeks ago we visited 
the Olustee battlefield,which is about two mile 3 
é — of Olustee station, on the old Florida Cen- 

ral railroad. 

This was one of the hardest fig} wn in Florida, 
v: d, all things considered, it was a most terri- 

le battle. The federals started from Jac naee 
vil to go through Florida. something lik 
Sherman went through Ge orgi a. About 6 000 
ft de rals under General Se ymour, left Jackson- 

ville for Tallehassee. ‘hey had gone but 
icrty-five or fifty miles on their journey wher 
they were met by General Piiahoon and Gen- 
eral Colquitt. The former was at the station 
two miles away, while the latter was on the 
field with his men. 

The battle ground is an open pine flat, cover- 

ed in part by 5 Ta palme ttoes. This afforded no 
chelter for either party, and they fell thick and 
fast.on both sides. In the heat of battle, am- 
munition gave out and a messenger was sent 
two miles to headquarters, but our men waited 
bravely. Finnigan ordered them to fall back 
to the breastworks, but still they faced the 
encmy. Ammunition arrived and a shout went 
up along the line of battle which made every 
heart throb with joy and 
burn with true patriotism. Again 
word came from Finnigan “Fall back to the 
breastworks.” Colquitt answered: “My men 
lo not know what you mean, sir,” and still the 
fury of battle increased. Men fell dead on 
every side, The cavalry were ordered on the 
right. They madea moye, but in trying to 
cross the Ocean pond many of their horses 
bog rged up and the riders were compelled to 
leave the m and wade out through mud and 
water. But the last come and 4,000 boys from 
Georgia aid Florida whipped out 6,000 yanks 
as Slick as a whistle. The battle was 
about 1,500 were killed. The ‘federals had 
pushed a company of colored men in front, 
nearly all of whom were killed 

But the worst istocome. The southern boys 
were so enraged at havinga drove of negroes 
to fieht, ihat many of them went on the battle 
field and killed the wounded with knots and 
chunks of wood, A very large man wa; stood 
up hkea brute, near the railroad where all 
who passed could see him. Hundreds lay on 
the bhattle ficld and were devoured by

: as it was and we leave it for the imagina- 
tien to complete. 

How desolate the place looks, 
one who is acquainted with the facts above. 
The same old pine trees with their shattered 
limbs and searred bodies that stood in the 
midst of the battle, still stand like silent sen- 
tinels amid the scene of carnage. Thousands 
pass this historic place withouta any knowledge 
of being on sueh blood-stained ground. 

Most of our people have he ard of the “Hero 
of Olustee,”’ Governor Colquitt. It was here 
that he made’ his name. General Finnigan 
has recently died. He was a brave and good 
man.

“The plaintiff in error was incorporated ‘for the 
purpose of manufacturing malt liquors in all their 
varieties,’ it is true, and the right to manufacture 
undoubtedly, as the plaintiffs counsel contends, 
included the incidental right to dispose of the 
liquors manufactured. But although this right 
or capacity was thus granted in the most unquali- 
fied form, it cannot be considered as conferring 
any greater or more sacred right than any citi- 
zen had to manufacture malt liquor hor astexempt- 
ing the corporation from any] control therein to 
which a citizen would be subjected if the interests 
of the community should require it. ‘If the public 
safety, or the public morals require the discontin- 
uance of any manufacture or traffic, the hand of 
the legislature cannot be stayed from 
providing for its discontinuance by any incidental 
inconvenience which individuals or corporations 
may suffer. All rights are held subject to the police 
power of the state.”

Chinese seem to have as yet found no use) we 
reached the hatching house, in which many 
thousands of eggs are being gradually warmed 
in great baskets filled up with heated chaff, 
and placed on shelves of very open basket 
vork, which are arranged in tiers all round the 
walls, while on the ground are placed earthen 
ware stoves full of 


burning chareoal. Here th 
eggs are kept for a whole day and night,the posi- 
tion of the baskets with reference tothe stoves 
being continually changed by attendants who 
reserve their apparel for use in a cooler atmos- 
phere. After this preliminary heating the eggs 
are removed to other baskets in an other he at- 
droom, to which they are dexterously ca 
in cloths, each containing about fifty eggs. N. 
one buta neat handed Chinaman could carry 
without a breakage! Here th 
eggs remain for about a fortnight, each ege 
being frequently moved from plac 
to place to equalize their share of 
heating. After this they are taken to a third 
room, Where they are spread over wide shelves 
and covered with sheets of thick, warm cotton: 
and at the end of another fortnight hundreds 
of little ducklings simultancously break their 
shells, and by evening perhaps a couple of 
thousand fluffy little beauties are launched 
into life and are forthwith fed with rice water. 
Duck farmers (who know precisely when each 
ereat hatching isdue) are in attendance to buy 
so many hundreds of these pretty infants, 
whom they at once carry off to their respec- 
tive farms, where there are already an im- 
mense number of ducks and geese of different 
ages, allin separate lots. The geese, by the 
way, are not hatched artificially, owing to the 
thickness of their shells, consequently they are 
not so very numerous as ducks, Still, flocks 
numbering 600 or 8600 are reared, and are 
vided with wattle shelves on which to roost, 
damp ground is considered injurious 
young birds. A very large goose market 
held every morning in Canton, which is suy 
plied by geese boats, each whic 
brings 200 or 300 hirds. As to the baby 
ducks, they are fed on boiled rice, and after : 
while are promoted to bran, maggots, and other 
delicacies, til! the day comes when the owners 
of the duck boats come to purchase the half- 
grown birds and commence the process of let- 
ting them fatten themselves, as aforesaid. 
This continues till they are ready for the mar 
ket and are either sold for immediate con- 
sumption, or bought wholesale by the provis- 
ion dealers, who split, salt and then dry them 
in the sun. The heart, gizzard, and entrails 
are also dried and sold separately, and the 
bills, tongues, and feet are pickle d in brine.
